Dr  or.  the  Table  A which  X enclose,  you  wl  j I note  that,  the 
total  number  of  Deaths  registered  was  ill  - 55  tales  an"  58 
fez  mes  - giving  a rate  of  16.58  per  1,000  per  annua  on  the 
e3ti.natad  population  of  6,70C  - being  a slight  increase  over 
last  year. 


The  births  numbered  185  - 93  males  an"  91  females  - giving 
a .ate  of  37.51  per  1,000. 

There  'ere  onlg  two  1 1 legitimate  births.  The  excess  of 
g l .,'tiis  over  Deaths  was  72.  Cf  the  deaths  thirteen  were  regis- 
tered undo;  ths  aye  of  one  year,  shoving  a rat©  of  7!  per  1,000 
* Irtl  - , stid  being1  a most  sat"  s factory  one.  Twenty  two  occur- 
red between  I and  5 years;  seven  between  5 and  15:  five  between 
T.5  and  85;  tisirt;  seven  between  85  and  85:  and  twenty-seven 
were  over  55  years,  living'  an  average  of  72  years. 

The  fynot’c  death  rate  is  rather  high  owing  to  the  pi’ ©va- 
lence of  Lie  as  le©  in  February  and  liar  eh  - five  deaths  resulting, 
bear  let  Feve:.;  caused  three  "oaths;  Dlptherla  two;  Typhoid 
Fevei  two;  and  Whooping  Cough  two;  total  14  - with  a rate 
2.08  on  the  population.  Deaths  from  Chest  affections  were • 

19  - the  rate  being  8.83  per  1,000.  Phthisis  twelve,  with  a 
~ ite  1.79.  “All  other  causes”  of  death  numbered  55. 

Foui4  inquests  were  held  - In  which  the  verdicts  were 
"Convulsions " In  a child  aged  2 hours;  "jfatural  Causes"  in  a 
woman  aged  40  years;  "Unbnown"  in  a nan  aged  47,  and  "Suicide" 

In  a man  aged  59  years. 

Four  deaths  were  "not  Certified"  - In  three  of  Which  notes 
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vaTt  received  from  the  “Coroner”  declining  inquests.  The 
supposed  causes  of  death  were  "Natural  cattles”  In  a mi  aged 
81  years;  “Heart.  Disease”  in  a man  aged  68  years;  "Convul- 
sions" iri  a cM  Id  - in  winch  no  communication  appears  to  have 
"Dw-i.  ::a ’-••  to  the  "coroner” 5 and  >vHatura I Causes"  in  a moan 
60  years  of  ace. 

During  the  year  X have  had  "Twenty”  cases  of  Zymotic  dis- 
oass  reported  to  mo,  sixteen  being  "Scarlet  Fever”  and  four 
"Typhoid  Fever."  Some  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever”  we 
removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital  - in  cases  Where  danger  of  its 
spreading  existed.  The  cases  of  "Typhoid"  treated  at  'home. 

In  none  of  the  cases  of  "Typhoid”  could  any  special  cause  be 
discovered. 

From  your  Inspector’s  report,  I observe  that  the  usual 
observances  as  to  night-sol  1 refuse  have  bean  ebay  carried  out. 
About  6C  written  and  verbal  notices?  of  removal  or  abatement  of 
nuisances  have  been  issued  - and  duly  can- led  out. 

The  slaughter  houses  have  been  under  careful  observation  ~ 
being  visited  almost  every  day.  Four  carcases  of  com  have 
been  condemned  and  destroyed  a®  unfit  fox*  food;  and  six  other®  - 
to  which  attention  has?  been  directed  - examined  and  certified 
as  "fit  for  food”  by  your  Inspectors. 

The  Putc-her?  and  Fish  Shops  have  been  under  careful 
Inspection  - and  e-fum  fre; , the.  • removed  several  times  a weefe. 

The  Dairy  and  Cot?  sheds  iv  been  duly  visited.  * ... 
soil  has  been  removed  and  subjected  tc  the  usual  treatment. 

The  Sewage  Forks  have  given  results  - which  appeal-  to 
have  been  satisfactory  - a!,  lost  to  the  extent  required  T>y  the 
Inspector  of  the  Fiver©  * Committee. 

Near  upon  IDO  houses  have  boon  erected  In  your  District 
during  the  year.
